WASHINGTON (UPI). — President 
Nixon appealed to foreign nations 
yesterday to join the U.S. in a 
polley of rejecting blackmail and 
exortion when dealing with tnterna- 
tlonal cerrorist activities. 

Commemorating the two U.S. dip- 
lomats assassinated by Black Sep- 
tember terrorists in the Sudan, Mr. 
Nixon sad that U.S. policy was 
clearly “not to submit to interna- 
thonal blackmail or exortion any- 
where in the world. 

"Tocay, we not only express the 
policy of the L.S., but we respect- 
fully suggest to other governments 
— rather than standing aside — 
that they join with us against 
blackmail and extortion. 

“Nations which compromise with 
terrorism today could be destroyed 
by terrorism tomorrow," Mr, Nixon 
warned, 

The President made the appeal 
at a ceremony installing a green 
marble memorial plaque in the 
State Department lobby bearing the 
names of the two diplomats, U.S. 
Ambassador Cleo Noel and Charge 
d'affaires Curtis Moore, inscribed in 
gold. 

COULDNT APPEASE ___ 

The President said any effort at 
appeasement in the Sudan affair 
would have “endangered the lives 
of hundreds of others." 

Among those present were Dr. 
Henry Kissinger, Nixon's national 
security affairs adviser, William 
Macumber Jr., who flew to Sudan 
in an effort to negotiate the re- 
leare of Noel and Moore, and 
Arman Meyer, State Department 
coordinator for combating terrorism. 

The bodies of the two murdered 
diplomats were received home amid 
full military honours σὰ Monday by 
theiy familles and Secretary of State 
and Mrs. William Rogers.

Arab terrorists have base 
in Geneva’s diplomatic circles 


BERN, Switzerland (AP) — Fe- 
deral attorney Hans Walder said 
yesterday Swiss investigators have 
evidence that Palestinian terrorists 
have a Suropean base in Geneva, 
“unfortunately also in diplomatic 
circles,” 

He made the statement in re- 
vealing that ἃ probe had establish. 
ed that six Palestinians recently 
arrested in Austria while travelling 
with false Israei passports had re- 
ceived them from unidentified con~ 
tacts in Geneva. 

A Swiss communique on the 
probe said the six included several 
Members of the Black September 
organization. 

The communique, issued by the 
Swiss Justice Ministry, said the 
Palestinians Seq into Switzerland in 
two groups with valid Syrian pasa- 
ports last January. They received 
thelr faked Israeli passports and 
then left again for Austria, “their 
Presumed site of action.” 

One group was arrested in Aus- 
tria. The other continued to Italy, 
where they were caught and handed 
over to Austrian authorities, 

Swiss investigators, the communi- 
que said, found out that another 
Arab, Mohamed Boudis, was in 
Geneva at the same UUme the two 
groups were in the city. Boudia, it 
sald, wag in touch with a Swiss 
woman in Geneva. He now lives in 
Paris, the communique added.

Israel will offer the dependants 
of each Libyan plane crash victim 
$30,000, and each Injured person 
from $10,000 to $30,000, as ex-gratia 
payments decided on by the Govern- 
Ment out of humanitarian considera- 
tions. The ministerial committee 
under Justice Minister Ya'‘acov 
Shimshon Shapiro assigned to decide 
criteria of payment met yesterday 
in Jerusalem and unanimously ap- 
proved these figures, which were 
recommended by the :Justice Min- 
ister himself. 

Mr. Shapiro will now begin con- 
tacts with the International Red 
Cross, and possibly with other inter- 
national agencies, with a view to 
arranging for transfer of the money. 
(Most of the intended recipients are 
citizeas of Egypt or Libya, and the 
services of an international agency 
are therefore required to transmit 
claims and clarifications, and ulll- 
mately to effect payment.) 

A well-placed source told The Post 
last night that Mr. Shapiro intends 
to place as Hberal an interpretation 
28 possible on the concept “depen- 
dant." Mr, Shapiro is also con- 
templating himself initiating con- 
tacts with dependants who, for 
various reasons, do not claim the 
sums due them: but no decision 
has yet been taken on this point 
Mr. Shapiro indicated In an inter- 
view last night that a--period of 
months would be allowed for cop- 
tacts to be established with all the 
dependants. 

The $30,000 figure is $10,000 
higher than the sum laid down by 
the Warsaw Convention dealing with 
compensation to dependants of plane 
crash victims. When an El Al plane 
was shot down in Bulgaria in 1955, 
the Bulgarian Government paid out 
$8,500 each to the victims' families. 
But after the Munich massacre of 
11 Israeli Olympic athletes last 
September, the German Government 


made an ez-gratia award amounting 
to nearly $200,000 per family. 

Tne sums to be paid to the seven 
Injured survivors of the Libyan plane 
will be calculated with regard to 
the extent of thelr suffering and 
disabilities. —

Polities could delay 


Histadrut

JEL AVIV. — Political pressures 
and technical hitches are likely to 
postpone Histadrut elections until 
the spring of 1974. The Histadrut 
Central Committee is meeting in an 
extraordinary session today; it is 
expected to find that holding elec- 
tions on the scheduled date, Septem- 
ber 11, ts impracticable. 

Accordingly, the Committee Is ex- 
pected to call off tomorrow's spe- 
cial meeting of the Histadrut Coun- 
cil, This session was to have adopted 
a number of amendments to the 
labour federation’s constitution, giv- 
ing more weight to manual labour- 
ers in the central Histadrut bodies, 
as compared to white-collar em- 
ployees. 

The Histadrut polls generally pre- 
cede..the Knesset elections — this 
year they should have taken place 
about six weeks before the national 
elections — and generally indicate 
political trends, 

The Histadrut Fees Department, 
which compiles the electoral list, 
would be hard put to cope with the 
September 11 deadline. But it is be- 
lieved that political considerations of 
the Labour Party are the decisive 
factor for the postponement of the 
elections. The Labour Party leader- 
ship is understood to view with mis- 
givings the independent course of 
Histadrut Secretary-General Yitzhak 
Ben-Aharon, whose popularity with 
the Histadrut electorate is in the 
balance. A rise, however slight, for the 
Labour-Mapam Alignment in the 
Histadrut would inevitably give Mr. 


U.S. team to 


test new runway 
at Lod Airport

LOD AIRPORT. — A five-man team 
of specialists of the U.S. Civil Aero- 
nautics Board arrived here yester- 
day on a test flight to check the 
navigational aids for Lod Alrport's 
new runway. 

The team is led by two airline 
captains, H.L. Geibel and HD. 
Mattison, attached to the C.A.B. 
branch in Frankfurt. Also taking 
part in the tests of the automatic 
landing equipment will be represen- 
tatives of the Israel Civil Aviation 
Authority and Lod Airport workers. 

Successful completion of the tests 
will permit operation of the new 
runway, which will take aircraft 
farther away from the centre of 
Tel Aviv. Departing airliners will 
take off towards the sea south of 
Tel Aviv, flying over the sand dunes 
of Rishon Lezion. Arriving planes 
will come in high over Netanya and 
approach Lod over sparsely popu- 
lated areas.

Soldier fined 
for killing two

TEL AVIV. — A Rishon Lezion 
man was fined 13,000 and had his 
driver's Ucence revoked for 10 years 
by the District Court here yester- 
day, for causing the death of two 
girl sokilers who hitched a ride 
with him in a car he stole while 
serving in the army. 


The man, Shmuel Brasiler, 22, 
Stole a car im Tel Aviv and drove 
it for several days in July 1971.

Manufacturers join 3-sided. 


committee against_inflation

The Manufacturers Association's 
Executive Council Jast night ap- 
proved, in a stormy session, a pre- 
sidium decision to join the tri- 
partite committee on curbing in- 
fiation. 


Mark Mosevics, the Association 
president, reported to the Council 
that Finance Minister Pinhas Sa- 
pir, who has taken over as chair- 
man of the committee, assured the 
manufacturers ald decisions would be 
made by the con mittee unanimous- 
ly. (The Council stipulated that 
all decisions made by the commit- 
tee — in which the Government, 
the Histadrut and the manufac- 
turers are represented be 
brought to it for approval before 
they are finalized. A similar stipu- 
lation was made by Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yitzhak Ben- 
Aharon last month, when he said 
all the committee's recommenda- 
tions would have ὦ be brought 
before the Histadrut Central Com- 
mittee before being accepted.) 

A.number of the participants 
in last night’s Council session ob- 


jected vehemently to participation 
in the committee, saying its τὸς 
commendations will do nothing to 
curb inftation and will serve only 
to curb the manufacturers — since 
most workers have already achiev- 
ed their wage increases.

Sapir: Added Value Tax 


to be levied next year

Finance Minister Sapir has sug- 
gested to the banks that they make 
a special contribution to the ex- 
chequer — equal to the amount of 
added value tax they would be 
paying if the new levy had been 
applied this year. 

(Added value, in the case of 
banks and insurance companies, 
comprises wages plus profits, and 
this totals in the current year 
IL700m.-IL800m. The Asher Com- 
mitteé recommended an AVT of 
3.5 per cent for these sectors; but 
under consideration ts a smaller 
2 to 3 per cent. This would bring 
in IL15m. to IL20m., official say). 

“It will be applied in April of 
next year anyway; the delay is 
only for technical reasons," he told

Treasury, urged him recently to do 
the opposite, and revalue. “Mean- 
while, the price of gold has risen 
to double its official dollar price, 
so what rate do you wish us to fix 
for our currency in terms of gold?"

Chile vote recount 
after fraud charge 


SANTIAGO (UPI). — The Chilean 
Government yesterday began a re- 
count of votes in Sunday's congres- 
sional elections, which opposition 
leaders described as “a fraud.” 

Senator-elect Sergio Jarpa. pre- 
sident of the rightist National 
Party, said “the result of the elec- 
tlon has been falsified in several 
provinces. “We are in the midst of 
a scandalous fraud organized by the 
Interior Ministry to hide the defeat 
of the government and the catego- 
ric triumph of the opposition.” 

Election inspectors and leaders of 
all political parties joined in the 
recount, election officials said, as 
required by Federal law. The count 
was expected to last several days. 

The final figures issued by the 
Interior Ministry gave the govern- 
ment 43.9 per cent of the vote in 
the elections for all 150 deputies 
and 25 of the 50 senators. The op- 
position got 54.70 per cent. Splinter 
group votes accounted for the rest. 

President Allende told a news 
conference the tally “had been ab- 
sclutely honest.” If there were er- 
rors, he said “they will be cor- 
rected in the recount.” 

Under the election results, the 
nation’s anti-Marxist opposition 
lost seats to the. government 
in both the Senate and the Chamber 
of Deputies, but retained its major- 
ity in both houses.

Pearl Buck 
dies at δῦ 


DANBY, Vermont (AP\. — Pearl 
8S. Buck, the daughter of mission- 
aries who won the Nobel and Pu- 
Mtzer prizes for her writings on 
China, died yesterday at her home 
here. She was 80. 

Beverly Drake, Miss Buck's pri- 
vate secretary, said the author died 
“quietly” about 7.25 am. She un- 
derwent gall bladder surgery last 
autumn. 

Born in Wast Virginia on June 
26, 1892, Miss Buck was raised in 
China and learned to speak Chinese 
before she learned EngHsh. It was 
that upbringing, she said, that in- 
fluenced both the subject of ther 
writing and her style. She spent 
the first 17 years of her life in 
China, returned to the U.S. for a 
while and then worked as a Presby- 
terlan missionary in China from 
1914 until 1935. ‘The Communist 
Chinese government refused her re- 
quest to revisit the country in Oc- 
tober. 

She won the Pulitzer Prize in 
1932 for “The Good Earth,” 2 book 
detailing the rise to power of a 
Chinese" peasant, which was cited 
for “its epic sweep, its distinct and 
moving characterization, !ts sustain- 
ed story interest, its simple and yet 
richly coloured style.” 

In 1938 she became the first 
American woman fo win a Nobel 
prize for Mterature. The prize was 
granted for no particular work, but 
the citation read “for rich and gen- 
ulne epic portrayals of Chinese 
peasant life, and for masterpieces 
of blography." 

She spent most of her life trying 
to improve relations between the 
U.S. and China. 


Lovet-Lorski, 


sculptor, dies 
NEW YORK (AP). — Boris Lovet- 
Lorski, a Lithwanian-born, Russian- 
trained sculptor who sculpted busts 
of four U.S. presidents and other 
notables, thas died alt the age of 78.

DOLLAR NO HEDGE 
FOR INVESTORS 


By J. VOET 

1 the current monetary crisis, the 

Israel pound, being more or less 
firmly linked to the U.S. dollar, ‘has 
had no policy of tts own. It has just 
moved with its much bigger brother 
and has consequently been devalued 
in terms of the major European 
currencies. This may be all to the 
good and, in δὴν case; no other 
course was possible under the cir- 
cumstances. But it makes it abun- 
dantly clear that the U.S. dollar is 
no effective hedge against devalua- 
tion for Israelis. 

About two decades ago, the choice 
for the average Israe) investor who 
had, not without reseson, lost faith 
in the velue of the Israel pound. 
was “index or dolar." Should his 
money be invested in securities 
Unked to the index or to those 
linked to the U.S. dollar? 


SET TONE 

The first debentures offered to 
the public after the severe de- 
valuations of the Israel pound in 
the early ‘fifties, those of the Israel 
Electric *Corporation, were either 
index-linked or dollar-linked. They 
set the tone for a whole series of 
offerings for many years to come.

Nevertheless spreading part of 
the money among the world's strong 
currencies while retaining some 
dollar debentures would seem to be 
advisable for the Israel! unit trusts 
too.

ΟΝ the day of the presentation 
of the budget in the West- 
minster Parliament, the Trade 
Union Congress has threatened. 
the terrible disruption and de- 
moralization of a general strike 
in Britain, following a wave of 
labour unrest and strikes in 
such essential services as hospi- 
tals and the distribution of gas. 
Although the British have a way 
of taking such emergencies in 
their stride, and without 
panic, the malaise is too dee 


to be ignored by the Hea’ 
government or 6 public at 
large. 


The present unrest cannot be 
seen merely as opposition to 
the Conservative government. 
The previous Labour government 
had its own share of labour 
probiems, many of which they 
bequeathed to Mr. Heath. The 
latter has taken Britain into the 
expanded European Economic 
Community and at the same time 
has attempted to revitalize the 
British economy and especially 
its sagging foreign trade. But 
entry into Europe meant paying 
a price, part of which was an 
adjustment in Britain's agricul- 
tural policy, which meant sharp: 
ly rising food prices, and the 
resultant general inflation. 

There are many deep-seated 
motives for the anger of the 
British worker that go much 
beyond simple inflation. He 
still feels that Britain 18 divided 
into two nations — the rich 
and the poor. He is haunted by 
the spectre of unemployment 
and the shadows of the events 
which led to the great general 
strike of 1926, and years of 
mass unemployment during the 
depression after 1929. The de- 
cline of Britain as an imperial 
power, the loss of her colonies 
and dominions and the contrac- 
tion of her traditional markets 
deprived Britain of a privileged 
Position that came to be en 
for granted. Now the inevitable 
entry into Europe, opposed by 


two nations 


so many people in England, has 
created the feeling that Britain 
is no longer in control of even 
her own economic destiny. 

The recent financial crisis has 
possibly affected the pound 
sterling even more than the dol- 
lar. At home, Britain, like the 
rest of the world, is fighting the 
inflation which threatens to eat 
up every hard-won gain in 
foreign trade. Furthermore, life 
has become complicated and con- 
fusing, full of paper work in the 
welfare state which Britain has 
been since 1945. There is af- 
fluence on the one hand, and 

kets of poverty and bad 
jousing on the other, as a re- 
minder that although the cleav- 
ages among Britain's social clas- 
ses have narrowed considerably 
in the past generation, the gap 
is stili wide. ς 

Mr. Heath's policy of wage 
restraints has not had much suc- 
cess in stopping inflation. The 
offers made by the government 
to its civil servants have been 
niggardly, while businessmen are 
becoming richer. The T.U.C. 
knows that it cannot change the 
situation radically and that even 
a general strike will not solve 
Britain’s perennial balance of 
payments problem. 

While understanding the griev- 
ances of the workers, Prime Min- 
ister Heath fears that by rais- 
ing wages he will unleash more 
i tion and risk the wrath of 
his new European partners. 
Therefore if a strike is lared, 
it will be the toughest test he 
has faced since assuming office 
three years ago. 

Britain's trouble should not 
make us look on our own similar 
problems as inevitable. On the 
contrary, it is a reminder that 
even power, close relations with 
neighbouring states and old- 
established world-wide contacts 
are no protection against econo- 
mic crises, In each country, they 
must still be solved from the 
inside.

Her continuation in office 
will ensure that Israel will not 
agree to unnecessary concessions, 
but where domestic policy is con- 
cerned, it will ensure the marking 
of time.” 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam} de- 
scribes the Prime Minister's visit to 
the U.S. as a very successful trip: 
‘This tour has proven the value of 
Mrs. Meir's leadership, and there is 
no doubt that the Prime Minister 
herself has been persuaded that the 
time is not ripe for a change.

hardly come at a worse time as far 
as the general mood of the public in the 
host country is concerned. Mrs. Meir 
arrived to find a public opinion that had 
been aroused to indignation by Israel's 
forcing down of the Libyan airlines. ad- 
judged to be at best a tragic mistake. She 
had barely managed to explain when the 
American public wag thrown into gloom 
by the cold-blooded assasmaation of its 
diplomatic representatives in Khartoum at 
the hands of Arab terrorists. 

In a sense, the latter tragedy might be 
seen as helping somewhat to explain why 
the first occurred, by demonstrating that 
no action was too unlikely for Israel 
to guard ageinst with the kind of enemy 
it faces. However, the double shock at the 
spiling of so much innocent blood by 
wanton deliberation or deliberate caution 
eould only produce a sickenlng effect 
about the whole Middle East conflict and 
all the peoples involved ta it. 

This mood is unfair, but understand- 
able, and though it will surely pass, It 
will also leave its mark. It is all the more 
unfortunate because the Prime Minister 
was entitled to expect, and did gat. this 
time, an unusually large measure of under- 
standing for Israel's needs and policies on 
the part of the authorities in Washington 
— an understanding based on the Ad- 
ministration’s view of the present U.S. 
position in the Middle Hast and Israel's 
relation to it. 

The Admivistration’s view and the poli- 
cles jt Indicates may be summarized as 
follows: 


Sole arbiter 

1) ‘The U.S. has at last become the 
sole arbiter of the Middie East conflct. 
A few prescient observers had seen this 
coming for some time: now it is clear to 
all. It is reflected dramatically in the fact 
that the principals in the couflict have 
followed one another within a few weeks 
to Washington to plead thelr case. Ahove 
all, it is underscored by the fact that Pres- 
ident Sadat. who had made δ habit of 
casting the U.S. in the role of the Devil, 
felt compelled to insert his representative 
between King Hussein and Fremler Golda 
Melr in the queue, The Egyptian Presidert 
was in fact going, by proxy, to Cancss2. 

The Egyptian’s visit may ‘tbe politely 
depicted by tacit agreement of Washing- 
ton and Cairo as part of a process of 
multilateral consultations, His trips to 
other Westera capitals and his previous 
trip to Moscow may be cited as elements 
supporting that notion. 

But the stark fact is that Ismail has 
gone to Washington only because Egypt 
had exhausted all its other options and 
has reached the end of its wits: Iinter- 
national pressure on Israel in the style of 
1956 did not come. the war of attrition 
was of no avail; the Big Four and Big
